At the last meeting of the Mason 
County Board o( A«ri«ilture the 
County Agent waa tnatnicted to apend 
«t iMwt ouHhird of hii time in olub 
mrk unoog the boyi and girl* of the 
oooatr tnd immediately after thia 
meetlnit the County Agent began bia 
work. It waa natural for htm to be- 
gin hla work in the Mayalick precinct 
for In this precinct the value of the 
club work among tlie .vouiit^Htera 
Is realized probably more than lu any 
other precinct because the Olubi hare 
been tried out there. 

In two days spent In the Mhyalick 
•ection County Agent Kirk and Mr. 
Frank Barrett,, of the State Baperi- 
mtnt Station, Bute Club Work Agent, 
oalled on many hoQua and had great 
anooeea. They report that they did 
not meet with a single dlacourage- 
ment but that the bo^s and girls In 
each home they visited Joined the cliih 
and showed much Interest in llic 
county-wide development of the plan. 
Orders were taken by the workers for 
12 pure bred pigs, 6 pure bred Ilul- 
steln heifers, 2 pure bred Shorthorn 
helfera and 8 ordera were received for 
three iittinga eiwh of pure ered Rhode 
liland Red egga. 

Theae ordera repreaent an expendi- 
ture by the ehlldren'a parents of ap- 
proximately 11500 for pure bred stork 
to start the children oft right In their 
club work. The Mnyslick territory 
was not nearly covered by ilie work- 
ers and It Is certain that twice na 
much as has been accomplished will 
be accomplished as soon us tlie time 
can be given the work. 

It Is the purpose of the County 
Agent to push the Maysllck Clubs 
hard during the spring and summer 
months. All of the members Uuis tar 
enrolled show great Interest in the 
plan and It is the purpose of County 
Agent Kirk to hold a precinct show 
just before the Qermantown Fair in 
which the pure bred stock of all mem- 
bers will be displayed. 

The workers will begin work in the 
other precincts in the county immedi- 
ately and expect to have Just 
as strong a club in all of the precincts 
of the county as they have organised 
in the Mayallck preclnpt. 

Mr. Kirk expects to spend at least ! 
one-third of all of his time this year { 
in the development of the club work i 
^Jn tha Qousty .and .before .the fall 
tfnd teihi expens to liiVe a llVe 
olub In each precinct In the county In 
which the members will raise first- 
class stock and tliey will put their 
parents to shame in their acronipII.Hn- 
ments if they are not careful.

Mason County's Community Confer- 
ence on After tlie War Problems 
closed Friday evening ut the Kirst 
Presbyterian chureli in a very inter- 
esting session. The Alaysvllle Boys' 
Band attracted a great audience and 
the boys and girls did fine and sur- 
prised the many lioople iiie.seiil wlio 
bad not before had the pleasure of 
hearing them. The band grows in the 
estioiatlon of the public wiili every 
appearance and there is no doubt but 
that it is going to prove the most pcp- 
uhur thing that has been started lii 
Maysville in recent years. 

The Urst speaker on the program 
for the evening was Mr. Phllo C. DIx. 
who resigned his position as General 
Y. M. C. A. Se?retary for Kentucky to 
accept a posi ioii as head of all "Y " 
activities at ("nnip Zachary Taylor 
during the war. .Mr. DIx spent consid- 
erable time in answering the criti- 
cisms of the V. M. ('. A. overseas work 
by the soldiers who are returntn:' 
from FYance. Hi.s argument was good 
and probably cleared tin many nnes- 
tions in the minds of local pennia 1r 
regard to the work of the orwisntlnn 
overseas. He answered alt of the mrs' 
prominent criticisms in a very satla- 
factory manner. 

The chief address of the eveninr 
and of the entire conference was tlmt 
delivered by Dr. F. ('. .McVcy. I'rc-i- 
dent of Kentucky rniversiiy. Dr. ,\lc- 
Vey changed his siiliject itl the lasi 
moment and had it been generally 
known that he was to speak on ilie 
I^eague of Nations, it is more liian 
likely that more would have heard 
him. His addreas was logloftl and in 
many instances eonvinclng. He is 
qualified to spejik on the subject for 
he has given it much close study and 
has been said by President Wilson tu 
be one of the most valuable men in all 
of the country during the war pei iod 
and the period alter ilie war. 

Dr. McVey after remliim- llie preaii; 
ble of the LeagiH' and declaring il It 
be one of the greatest documeiilt; o 
modern times, ennumerated the var 
ious articles of the League's conatitU' 
tlon and explained them. He tnen an 
swered the most important orlUpisms 
to the document and closed 'ma ad- 
dress by saying that the l.eagae's con 
atltutlqu should be adopted-WlUt-tllS 
Treaty of Peace for unless Ihere was 
some such organization ro carry out 
the provisions of the Peace Treaty 
there would be u rcjieiltiun of the for- 
mer alliance of uatioiis. 

Taken in all the County Conference 
was very helpful to the community 
There were not as many in aitcndnncc 
as might have been and probably the 
people of Maysville obuined more real 
good from the meeting than the i co 
pie of the county as they did not at 
tend as well as was hoped for. The 
meeting was not a failure by any 
means, however, and will prove bene- 
ficial to the community ror a long 
time to come. Such lectures as Dr. 
McVey delivered on Friday niglit aie 
needed in llie comniunlly. Maysville 
should have more of them so that iln; 
people of this section would n.orc 
thoroughly understand the matters of 
importance facing the nation and 
there should he somf forum for the 
discussion of theae importaat ques- 
tions oooasioiialljr Iqr well posted peo- 
ple.

Brest, France, March 4th. 

Dear Dad: 

Well. I got a j;ood start lowaids 
home, but have had lo hang around 
Brest for wme time expecting any 
day to get oraers and go aboard ship. 
However, Brest Isn't nearly so Dad as 
the newspapers at home make out and 
the people hi ebarge are doing all they 
can to make the conditions better. 
There is some sort of entertainment 
going on every afternoon and night 
for both officers and men. We are all 
well housed and it's all rot atiout jico- 
ple standing knee dec;i in niiid waiting 
for hcurs to gel fed The weather is 
very bad. but one can't help that ii'ul 
we have plenty of blankets and tln rc 
are board walks wherever one wants 
to go. Just jipread this nfews around 
a bit and te^ the people at home to 
quit knooUni and let the army run It- 
self, I've seen about all kinds of ser- 
vice over her^ as offlcer and enlisted 
man, and tbe conditions are never sc 
bad as depleted by a few woo would 
growl if they were In Heaven. Of 
course, a henllbly soldier Is going to 
give a regulation growl about every- 
thing that conies along, but I've read 
something in papers from the States 
that have ma<!e my blood boil. The 
lieople at home arc giving a booFt to 
(Jerman propaganda when they sit 
around guessing about everything that 
is done and they are mostly to blame 
for tbe lowering of the morale If there 
should be any let up on the part of 
the men In uniform. And. Oh, these 
birds who have started In to take our 
stripes away! Just let some of those 
gent lemon step out to run for office 
when the A. V. V. nets bom"! 

By the way. iln'ii' is a need ef vol- 
unteers over here to slay six months

says the Bureau of Agriculture. The 
fallen trunks will became the breed- 
ing places of all manner of beetles, 
borers and other coooanut destroying 
pests and diseases. The woakeneil 
trees, unable to fight these odds will 
sooner or later auccumb and thus the 
farmers wilt suffer more losses.

Complete plini, adapUble to any 
city In the United States, for an ef- 
fective "Own Your Own Home" cam- 
paign, have been formulated by the 1'. 
8. Department of Labor and the liter- 
atura li now ready for distribution 
throni^ the Dtvliion of Public Works 
and Conatrnctlon Development of the 
Department. Twenty cities already 
are getting under way witb their 
drives for home bulldiuK ami home 
owning. 

To luperrise the formulation of 
thato plant, Paul C. Murphy of Port- 
iand, Oregon, tor two yeara working 
joii "Own Your Own Home" work, was 
brought to WashlnKton. In consulta- 
tion with Department of Labor otHc- 
ials and several of the leading author- 
ities on building in the United States, 
Mr. Murphy baa drafted the campaign 
manual, now available for such cities 
and lBdlTl^M"a> art Intcfssted in 
promoting home owning. 

The "Own Your Own Home" bureau 
in the Division of I'ublic Works and 
Construction Development will serve 
aa an advisory board to the mannKe- 
menta of these local campaigns, where 
riqmaMi •Bd will extenr the fullest 
oooparatlon to every olty in the coun- 
try which undertakes a campaign. 

Briefly, the campaign plan contemp* 
tatea a General Conimiltee made up of 
dVio and industrial Icailers, with 
•Otnaone whose standing ;n the com- 
munity Juttifles his saleotlon, aa the 
elilat aaiieiitiv* offlolal. 

Undar this general committee are 
anch anboommltteea as have been 
fOPBd easentlal. The manual suggests 
the prudence of having vigorous com- 
mittees on Finance, Publicity. HcIIk- 
ions Activities, Industrial Workers 
and Labor Unions, Hotels and Reatau-

The function of each committee la 
explained In detail In the Depart- 
n:ent's manual together with sugges- 
tions on handling speclflo problems 
which Invariably develop m the "Own 
Your' Own Home" campaign. 

In the Department of Labor's plan 
of campaign the women, churches and 
labor organisations play an Important 
part. The entire campaign Is pitched 
on a civic betterment plane rather 
than on a purely conimorclal basis 
and the appeal is more on the line of 
what each busiiioss moiip can put 
"in", rather than what It can get "out" 
of the movement. It Is a one hundred 
per cent Greater City movement, hav- 
ing In mind only the Incalneulable 
permanent benefits to the community 
and the Immediate helpfulness to the 
nation durlnp; tlic transition from war 
mobilization to iioacc production. The 
Department , of Labor emphasizes 
these benefits which may be expected 
from the Own Your Own Home move- 
ment; 

L It will provide better living 
conditions, increase efficiency, encour- 
age thrift, give greater comfort and 
happiness and create Individual re- 
serves for mlstortnne and old age. Ev- 
ery house owner with his family, 
whether rich, poor or well-to-do, be- 
comes thereby a better citizen, with 
increased self-respect, independence 
and responsibiUt)' to the city and na- 
tion and are more vitally Interested In 
the welfare and prosperity of both. 

2. That during the readjustment 
period, such a movement hastens fTie 
return of normal conditions; results 
In much needed construction for home 
and Industrial purposea; provides 
work tor returning soldiers and sall- 
ora and for labor changing from war 
to peace Industries; stimulates all 
lines of business In each community, 
creates general prosperity.

BEANS WILL CUT THE 
HI6H COST OF LIV- 
ING, EXPERT SAYS 

Beat Old H. C. I<. By Ualif Qeana De- 
partment of Affrlcnitnrtf Adrises.

Washington— Deans, plenty of them 
at prices much lower than last year- 
are ready to replace higher priced 
foods in America's meals. Only lost 
ye^r the cartooniats weu having fun 
with the humble bean, for it, too, was 
syrocketing In price, but today It's 
down— way down below last year's 
prices, and there'a joy in other places 
than Boston. 

Reports on bean prices from the 
Bureau of Marketa, Department of 
Agriculture, abow that beans have 
dropped S to 7 cants a pound at whole- 
sale since March last year, and in 
California growers are sayitiK lliat 
they will not sell If beans go any low- 
er at shipping points. Plentiful sup- 
plies are reported in producing sec- 
tions, and retailera are already aell- 
Ing beans at reduced prices in nuny 
cities. 

If folks arc really going to swat 
Old Man H. C. L. with low-priced 
beans, odlclals say, it will icsult In 
the use of more catsup and chili sauce 
— ^whlch means more tomatoes and 
peppers, although aome prefer 'em 
with molasses and others with vinegar 
Of course, "Boston baked" will come 
into its own. 

It is always possible to arouse a dis- 
cussion over baked beans, for some 
like them cooked fairly dry, while oth- 
ers like them moist; some like mo- 
lassea In them and some do not. Each 
family should try dilfcrent kinjs and 
then stick to the one it likes best.

now con^plete, are shown for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, North Carolina, and 
.Vew York, where the rates were 13.31 I 
and 32 per 100,000 population, re 
spectlveiy. The highest rates were | 
returned for .Vcvada, Montana and 
Oregon, which show 607, 323 and 22C 
respectively. 

lii all States except Maine, West 
VirRinia, South Carolina, Alabama, 
Mississippi. North Dakota. South Da- 
kota and Colorado the divorce rates 
were higher In 191S than in 1!>06. In 
31 per cent, of the cases In 1916 the 
divoroe waa granted to the hvaband, 
while tha bnabaad'a rata in 1M6 waa 
67 per cent 

Desertion la ahown by the figures to 
have been the cause for about .'?S per 
cent, of the divorces. Anions other 
leading cauaea were cruelty, infidelity 
and failure to provide.

000, or nine times as great as the di- 
vorce rate of 112 per 100.000. The 
marriage rate in miR was 1,010 per
